tions, the public ean scarcely expect that his
hoeart will not be with his treasures, or that
be could bring to the duties of the execntive
chamber the singleness of devotion to the
Commonwealth which wonld characterize #he
administration of a model Governor.
W Politically, Judge Packer has been  faith-
ful follower of the Demoeracy throngh all its
devious windings. Living in one of the
strongest Democratic districts of the [nion,
bis political notion has always been in strict
consonance with the majority of those by
whom he has been surrounded, and he has
clung te his party right or wrong. When the
troubles of Kausas originally commenced, no
man had a better opportunity than himself to
comprehend the inignity of the Border-Ruf-
flan movements, for the first Governor of
that Territory, A. H. Reeder, was his especial
friend; but though he endeavored to shield
Reeder from some of the persecutions to
which he was subjected, Judge Packer soon
learned to yield unqguestioning obedicnce to
the unjust dictates of Bouthern arrogance,
after the infarsous ecrusade against freedom
in Kansis was made a test of partisan fidelity.
He will doubtless prove a blind follower of
his party leaders in the future as he has in
tho past, and it is ns a representative of the
Demooracy that he must be judged Ly the
people of Pennsylvania in the coming eloc.
tion. The platform on which he was nomi-

tion, one of whick provides that ‘the oradit
of the Btate shall not be pledged or IUIHHH.‘ in
pid of any person, association, or gorporation,
not shall the State hereafter bocome a stook

holder in any corporation,” and the other.
disfranchise participants in the Rebellion.
The constitution, withont these seotions, is in
aocordance with the roconstruction laws,

| passed by Congress; and by offering the

people of the State an opportunity to decide
upon them separately, the Fresident will
doubtless secure the adoption of the constitu-
tion with all its essential features, whioh will
entitle the representatives of Mississippi to
prosent themselyes for admission at the next
gession of Congreas.

While the condition of affairs in Mississippi
and other of the unreconstructed States is
not all that conld be desired, yot thers is
very general feeling thronghout the country
that the completion of the work of recon-

{ struction ought not to be much longer de-

layed. Ower four years have now elapsed
since the downfall of the Rebsllion; we have
a Prosident in the chair in whose integrity of
purpose the people have coufidence, and it
certainly seoms as if the time had arrived for
the adoption of a liberal polioy towards the
South. BSo long ns the late Rabel States are
unrepresented in Uongress, so long will the
development of their resonrces be delayed
and all their induastries retarded; dissatisfac-
tion will prevail, and the dominant party will
be held responsible for all the evils of the
gituation. The reasons for delaying recon.
gtruction which were forcibly urged while
Andrew Johnson was using all the influence
of the executive office to foment disturbances
no longer exist, and it ix even better to run
all the risks involved than to continua the
present unsatisfactory state of affairs,

The old Rebel element will doubtless endea-
vor to gain the control of the State, but this
would be the case if reconstruction was post-

| poned for an indefinite period; and our only

policy is to grapple with the situnation fairly,
and let the contending parties fight it out on
equal terms. There is every probability that
the sections of the Constitution excepted by
the President will he defeated, as thosa of
gimilar character were in Virginia, in which
case fhe President onght to give all the aid
that he properly can to the radieals, to pre-
vent the Rebel element from gaining any
ascendancy, at least until the new Constitu-
tion has had a fair t<ial. Between now and
the date fixed for the election there is ample
time for both parties to develop their
strength; and as the day appronches, we will
be better able to judge what the effect of the
President's concessions is likely to be.

THE SPANISH COLONIES.
Tur Spanish difficulties appear to increase
instea? of diminishing, The regency, to all
appearances, does not work ns well as it might,
and gives satisfaction to neither the monarch-
ists nor the Republicans. Berious disturb-
ances exist in varions parts of the country,
which give the Government much frouble,
The Regent has already been obliged to reor-
gunize his Cabinet, and the richest of the
eolonial provinees of Spain in the New World,
Chuba, is in a state of revolution which the
mother country is apparently unable to
suppress, and to supplement these difficnlties

| we have the intelligence that an insurrection

has broken ont in the island of Madeira, and
that a republic has been proclaimed. Troops
hiave been sent to put down the revolution-
ists, but Spain has need of all her sol-
diers at home, and it is doubtful whether
a sufficient force can be sent to produce
any material effect. The great colonial em-
pire which Spain once held has slipped piece
by piece from her grasp, and there is no
doubt that it would be a positive benefit to
both parties if she would consent to give up
the few remnants that are still in her posses-
sion, It is difficnlt, however, for a nation to
relinquish any of its possessions, although ex-
pediency and sound policy may point to it as
the most judicious course to pursue, Ex-
cept, perhaps, a few naval stations for a great
maritimme power, colonial dependencics are
anomalies in the present age. The Amarican
revolution tanght England this faet, and her
statesmen have again and again reiterated
that, when Canada and Aunstralia are remly to
sever their connection with the mother conn-
try, there will be no obstacle placedin their way;
France and Russia came to the same conelusion
when they sold their American possessions
to the United States, and if the Spanish Gov-
ernment would make up its mind to give up
Cuba and Madeira, it would have no cause to
regret the action. The inswrrection in Ma-
deira is a curious indieation of the growth of
republican ideas; and, like the Cuban revolt,
it is a legitimate result of the Bpanish revolu-
tion. If the men who snatched the power
from Isabella IT had acted with generosity and
fairness towards the colonies, they might have
retuined them without diffienlty; but, as the
matter now stands, the ecolonists feel that
they have participated in none of the benefits
of the revelution, and they have accordingly

struck for their independence, with every
prospect of success,

acter has soarcely had time to develop yet,
but he is said to be much more popular than
his elder brother, the prospective King of
Englnnd.
